Iu v.o 
country in the Wurld have we more 
spacious and suitable buildings, healthy 
surroundings anu locnl and general sup- 
port, oud it would be invidious to say 
other of its management than thnt it is 
highly efficient, defying criticism, and 
securing the favor and practical help 01 
the various Governments. 
Contrasts. 

So allusion Lo this* work would, how- 
ever, be complete without touching upon 
the causes which muke for vice and im- 
morality in these fair lands. An Eng- 
lishmnu who, for the first time, runs 
through the colonies is profoundly im- 
pressed by the absence of certain dis- 
figurements iu its social life, as compared 
with the Mother Country. Sunday is a 
day of universal repose and decorum. 
The blazing, open, uud overcrowded 
drinking-sn loons of England have no 
replica in Australia, except iu a few 
places. The low, dingy beer-top is un- 
known. Yon may live for twelve months 
in the city, or in the bush, and never see 
a woman cross the door of a whiskey- 
shop. Dilapidated, dishevelled, brawl- 
ing, druuken women are only occasion- 
ally seen. A positive respectability, com- 
fort, nud lnxury ninrk the geueral up- 
penrauee of things, and, until the dark 
curtains of sin are discovered, you im- 
agine that here, if anywhere, I'nradiso 
will he reguiued, Utopia established, and 
the Millennium nabvred in. 

The Colonial Woman. 

Drnw nearer to the people in the moss, 
and this rosy view of the future will not 
disappear from the vision. The Aus- 
tralian woman, like the American, is an 
emancipation. She curries with her th, 
refinement and culture of a superior ed- 
ucation and environment. Ttie greater 
social liberty of the colonies moderate* 
her impetuosity, chastens her speech, and 
gives her lady-like standing. The slut in 
it ronmiint of another generation. She 
docs not thrive under the dassiiling sun 
of the Australian colonies. Dirt and 
siiualor are lo be found, but you have to 
search for these impedimenta. The voice 
of the hlaBphemer and the drunkurd 
may ulso be fc?nrd, but not with the 
lustiness of a coster in the Old Kent 
Bond, nor in such numbers ns arc to be* 
met with in some of our mining bills ami 
valleys. 

Nevertheless, Australia sows every 
year a harvest of vice which Ik at once 
u shame und problem to its best friends. 
The absence of nu outward degradation, 
unfortunately, is here no proof of a 
much higher type of civilization or mor- 
ality. Timt Australia possesses u higher. 
. we frankly and cheerfully concede ; but 
it has nut, we regret to any (on the testi- 
mony of "He!', fe'.'ssi ;::!" rlc-si- iilwrvers 
of men and things ns the ollleers whose 
names we hnve just mentioned), reached 
that stnndard which makes the need of 
iteseue anil Maternity Homes eoinpar 
nil rely small. 



There are at work in Australia power- 
ful degenerating causes. The growth 
anil fascination of the city ideal, with 
nil the concomitants of fast living, pleas- 
ure und debauchery, hnve counteracted 
the intlucnws In favor of rural and vil- 
lage life. 

The reduction of the hours of labor 
and the equality of the wage-earning 
community have not tended, on the 
whole, to n wise use of the leisure nt 
their command. Human nature will 
have an outlet for its animal craving, 
unless controlled by the higher ofllce of 
the mind or disciplined or sanctified by 
grace. ■ Hence, gambling is a huge 
innuin in Australia among all classes . 
■and, alas ! the evils which follow iu its 
train are seldom dissociated 'from those 
which nllurc its weakest victims into 
the meshes of vice and the seething 
caldron of prostitution ; and if it is iu 
realize the drenms of its noblest states- 
men nnd best sons nud daughters, it will 
have to grasp more firmly than ever thi* 
monstrous social evil. 

The pioneers of the Army early fore- 
saw the dangers ahead and founded n 
Rescue Agency, which has grown to such 
a dimension that, when the General wn: 
Inst in Australia, the Commandant had 
the bunor of handing to our Lender the

Three satisfactory things arc suggest- 
ed by this line table of work done. The 
first is the active and practical co-opera- 
tion which evidently exists between the 
magistrate aud the Array officer. A 
girl who pleads for a chance, and who is 
willing to submit herself to the cure "aud 
discipline of one of our Homes for <>u- 
or two months, is certain, unless her 
crime is exceptional, to be leniently dcuk 
with by the stipendiary. During twelve 
mouths, 2U0 were iu this manner, and by 
the influence of the officer ill her prison 
visitation, brought under the bentgu nud 
useful rule of our Bescuc Homes. The 
other is the graud total of 581 who were 
admitted to the Bcscue Homes by ap- 
plication und direct from the streetB. 
The Salvation Army is an open-air army. 
If it were nn organization which eon- 
fined its operations within the four walls 
of a comfortable Citadel, it is not ex- 
aggeration to say thnt fifty per cent, of 
the women who lly to our bnnucr in the 
hour of sorrow and remorse, would go 
down the stream of despair and proluug 
their agonies and multiply their kind. 

The other satisfactory item, in the 
above is the uumbcr who professed sal- 
vation— 512 out of a total of 640 ! 

Now, conversion with ns means 
change — a manifest alteration in the life 
nnd conduct. It does not merely re- 
present a profession of repentance and 
faith nt an nltur or penitent form, s» 
thnt the fact that 512 women, more o. 
less dissolute in habit, hlnntcd in tbeir 
inornl sense, and the victims of cruel 
uud physical injury, are put down ns 
couvertcd, shows that the Hescue officers 
in Australia arc made of thai right ma- 
terial. What this conversion means will, 
perhaps, be best understood in the fol- 
lowing incident :— 

"One of the brightest cases we hnve f 
tell of is that of Myrn N— , who was 
ruined ut nn early age, und ran from 
home, socking the protection or the Sal 
vntion Army to shield ■ her from the 
sneers and taunts of the cold, cruel 
world. With this end in -"(ow, she 
tramped on anil on for it dislimce of over 
twenty miles, in order to rcncli the ueni- 
est large town, where admission to our 
Maternity Home was obtained. Very 
sooa the little habe opened its eyes upon 
n world in which it was destined to re- 
maiu but a short time, for only five 
months uftcr God took it to Himself. 
Out of poor Myra's sorrow has sprung up 
that which has chnuged the whuie course 
of her life : keeping Vr eyes ever iiju-ti 
hcnvi-iiwurds, she rejoices in the hope 
that one day, by the light of God, which 
sheds its rays upon her hitherto un- 
clouded existence, she will meet her little

The other night I was an eye-witness 
of u pathetic scene, with which I would 
like to commence this week's letter, with 
the view of showing how unfortunate is 
our position just now, consequent upon 
the steni realities and necessities of 
war. 

The Reserves in the Colony hud juni 
been called out, nud the Cape Town and 
district soetion assembled at the railway 
statiuu on Saturday night, on the way to 
the front. Among the company was n 
youug comrade who, Hince his discharge 
from the Royni Rifles, hud closely identi- 
fied himself with the Cape Town I. corps, 
and had become a diligent aud much- 
respected Local Officer. With those who 
assembled nt the stutiou to bid him good 
bye was one of our female Rescue ofll- 
cers, whose father is the commander ot 
a Boetion of the Free States Boers, now 
snid to be threatening the very district 
to which this young Salvation Soldier 
has compuisorily been sent ; and there is 
a possibility that a bullet from his rifle 
may lind n lodging-place in the body of 
this very commander to whom wo have 
referred, nnd who, at the lenst, is u 
great sympathizer with the Salvation 
Army, and a year or two ngo willingly 
gave' up his daughter for service in il« 
rnuks.

of the present struggle as it affects our 
own comrades. Among those oomiunn. 
decrcd for tbc front by the Transvaal 
nnd Ornnge Free State Governments art 
u number of our South African Dutcl 
soldiery, in addition to not a few of the 
fathers and brothers of our Field Offi- 
cers. Facing these eombntnuts on the 
Boer side are quite n number of our 
own comrade*), including a strong con- 
tingent of the Naval uud Military 
League, who, iu charge of their duty n* 
soldiers, aud sailors, nnd voluuteers of 
the Queen, are compuisorily fighting for 
British supremacy. 

Such are the evils of war. Truly 
those comrades of ours, both Boor nud 
British, deserve our warmest sympathy 
nud most earnest prayers. Let it he 
undcrstoood, however, that throughout 
the Smith African Territory, all non- 
comhatnnts associated with the Salva- 
tion Army, whether as officers, soldiers, 
or friends, belonging to the two great 
communities, Dutch und British, nro

uudcr the dear old Ping for the one great 
salvation cause, nnd there is little, if 
any. display of that bitter rucinl feeling 
so strongly manifested just now out- 
side our own ranks. 

The Southern Province is, undoubted- 
ly, reaping great beuenc from the pres- 
ence of bo mnuy jf our Northern com- 
rades in Cape Colony just now, and 
splendid meetings are being held iu the 
Metropolis and the principal ceutrcs (i 
the Eastern Pi vision, sneh as Port Eliaa- 
beth. East Loudon, etc. The establish- 
ment of a special Bureau for the Trans- 
vaal and Ornnge Free State refugee 
soldiers hns certainly proved to be a, 
step in the right direction, and we are 
now well in touch with the majority of 
our Northern comrades, whose position 
Is by no means an enviable one, many 
hcing practically homeless, aud sonic, wc 
fear, beginning to feel the pinch of 
poverty. The Commissioner muy be re- 
lied upou to do his utmost for these 
comrades, nud, as a member of the 
General Executive Committee of Hie 
Mayor's Relief Fund, a most InfiueiiUuf 
body now iictivcly engaged iu alleviating 
distress, our lender may bo relied upon 
to elinmpiou the best intcrostn of those 
of his troops who nmv deserve, nnd will 
I feci sure, receive, the deep commisera- 
tion of every British comrade. 

A, Gall for Wonuw 
(o tend the wounded having been made 
along the Nntnl border, como s t -,. r 
officers have volunteered, and It is hoped 
tbnt before this reaches tho British War 
Cry, the Salvation Army will bo well 
represented at the battle's front, suc- 
couring the wounded— both Boer and 
British— and performing those spiritual 
rtutleh which are the pride and pleasure 



of every devoted warrior of the Cross 
under every eirenmstanec. 

Hitherto extraordinary restriction* 
hnve stood in our way, nnd unexpected 
dilflculties have arisen in ttie Transvaal' 
and in the Orange Free State in onr 
efforts to get well to the front. Prev- 
ious to the declaration of war an under- 
standing was arrived at with the Trans- 
vaal authorities for the stay of Major 
nnd Mrs. Swain (the Northern P. O's) 
and their oUicers at Johannesburg and 
Pretoria during hostilities, and it was 
hoped that ultimately an opportunity 
would he afforded the Salvation Army oi 
being well represented among the Dutch 
forces by some of our Afrikander F. O's. 

At the last moment, however, tbe au- 
thorities deemed It necessary to refuse 
permits to all British subjects, including 
Salvutiou Army officers and ministers 
of every denomination. True, there are 
one or two Afrikunder comrades still 
remaining on the Rnndt and in the 
Ornuge Free State, notably Adjutant 
Feireirn, the 

Big, Burly Salvation Boer 

.who was one of the principal figures in 
thp 189G Exhibition in Loudon, and his 
kou, uluo iih Adjutant, and until reeentlv 
in charge of our pioneer work in the 
Ornnge Free State, who are, it is under- 
stood, commandeered for the nonce ; but, 
as faithful Salvation Army officers, they 
may be depcuded upon to do their utmost 
for the cause of Christ under the pecul- 
iar circumstance in which they have 
heen suddenly placed. 

Up to the time of writing no ucwb has 
been received from our officers now 
isolated at Kimbortey, and although 
their present dclicutc position gives us 
cause for some anxiety, yet we liuvc 
confidence in the Grcnt God of our sal- 
vation, and nro pomuaded that thev are 
not only safe under His care and 'keep- 
ing, hut are still doing all they enu, even 
in limger, in dealing with the men and 
women nround them upon the vital 
inntter of their souls' eternal interests. 
t !_ nnf sending you nn interesting little 
article dealing with tbe suhjoet of war 
from the pen of Cnpt. Qnartcrmnn, one 
of the English twenty, who came out to 
Africa nearly three years ago. nnd who 
hns recently arrived in Cape Town with 
Lieut. ICLln-l SicveiiH, from Mafeking, 
now being severely threatened bv the 
Boers.

useful for God. I followed down to the 
bnrracks and took my sent near the cen- 
tre of the building. The meeting went 
on, the word of God wns rend, the pray- 
er meeting started, earnest invitntions 
were given, warnings sent out to llee 
from the wrnth which is to come. There 
1 sat, God's Spirit dealing with me, 
Patau using every moans possible to hold 
uie back, an awful bnttle was being 
fought, I was counting the cost, the 
struggle was to be ended in a very few 
minutes, ns the Inst invitation wns being 
given. The struggle cnine to an end, I 
resolved to forsake sin nnd live for God.

I would sny to every 
bondsmen, he faithful, though ;-oi; may 
see uninirnttilness in others ; do your 
duty, for you will be tempted many 
times to shirk it ; nnd ns God used the 
bnnd of music to mnke tne lliink, He 
will also use you, through your music, 
to bring sinners to the Cross, if plnycd in 
the Spirit.— H. C. H.

I'd rather be a door-keeper in the house 
of God, thnn dwell in the" tents of wick- 
edness, or I would rather he a door- 
keeper in the Salvation Army, with 
God's favor, than to have oil the honors 
and riches of the world, without God's 
smile. 

A good door-keeper, it seems to me, 
ought to hnve a good spiritual experi- 
ence. He can accomplish more by kind- 
ness nnd gentleness, tempered with firm- 
ness, thnn by hiiT-slincss and hastiness. 
Though it is possible to mnke misinkes 
when dealing with people, yet, praise 
God, if we luck wisdom and judgment, 
lie will supply us such, if we seek dilig- 
ently. 

And n good door-keeper is nn important 
fnctor in the success of n meeting, 
by using nil the v.isdom he has to keep 
order, discipline, etc., nnd n door-keeper 
pun be a grent influence in dealing with 
sinners nnd encouraging Christians. But, 
on the other hand, if faithful to duly, 
he is apt to be misunderstood and criti- 
cized. So it requires, to my mind, more 
grnce and pntienec nt the door than on 
the platform. So a door-keeper needs 
your prayers and sympathy ns he stands 
ut the door of fiod's house. 

With regard to collections nt the door, 
n great misconception seems tn he prev- 
alent among many people. They don't 
seem to realize the need we are nlways 
in to keep the corps free from debt, nnd 
at times exhibit a very uncharitable spirit 
townrds ns. They seem to think thut 
they know better how in finance tin- 
corps than the officers .:r treasurer, and 
sny it is all money with us. nnd they 
thought "snlvntion is free," nnd we 
don't hnve tn pny to get into henveii. 
nnd "Jesus pnid it nil," nnd "snlvntion 
is without money nnd without price." 
Prnise God. salvntion is free, nnd when it 
converts a soul, it converts the porkrt as 
well. If n man or woinnii shuts up 
their bowels nf compassion, how dwell- 
eth the love of God in them ? I think it 
nothing lint reasonable that people who 
frequent our barracks should be willing 
to assist ns finnneiolly. 

I have met with people ill the don? 
who .h-lihoriilcly hnve wnid thnt they 
were not going tn give, although they lind 
lots of money with lliciu. These nre the 
people who nre doing n lot of talking 
nlinnt lurniiii> people nwny, when they 
rcully turn themselves nwny. by their 
own meanness. Well, truly I do not 
believe these people deserve to have all 
the privileges Hint others have to pay 
for. Tt is quite different with people 
really hnve not the nienns. and would 
give if they hnd. The S A. hires or 
navs for bnrrnoks. Incudes the expense of 
liebt, fuel, water, insurance, nnd other 
things too numerous to mention. We 
•work for the good nf the community, nnd 
to make it possible for every soul who 
serkF God with all their henrt to get 
saved, nnd delivered from sin. nnd mis- 
ery. Now, to do this RHCCOKsfully it 
menus the co-operntion of officers, sol 
diers. converts, sninls, r.nd sinners that 
come to our meetings,

He has new tastes, 
reelings, desires, aims, ambitions and 
purposes. Tile current ot his whole life 
is. changed, because he has a new heart, 
and with it n new nature, conversion, 
the uew birlb. Without it n uiun moy 
have the physical strength of a Sauusuu, 
the wisdom of a Solomon, the eloquence 
of n Demosthenes, the . wealth of n 
Croesus, and the possessions of nn Al- 
exander, and his life may be worse than 
n failure, so far as the future life ih 
concerned. What would the lives of 
Wesley, and Clnrko, and Brnuiwell, nno 
Canghey, and Punshon, nnd Spurgoou 
have been, but for their conversion ? A 
failure ! What -would have been the lives 
of Mary Fletcher and Florence Nightin- 
gale, and Grace Murray, and Francis 
Wilhud, and Ji'rnncis Ridley Hnvcrgal, 
nnd Catherine Booth, but for their con- 
version '! Nothing worth spenkiug u- 
LouL, und what will your life be, my 
young friend, without this spiritual 
change, this Divine life planted within 
yon '.' Not much. To start right in the 
grout battle of life, you must he born 
ngain. These men and women whose 
lives I have just mentioned, and who 
are no denr to us, nnd whose memories 
arc so precious, and who were so emin- 
ently useful would have Uceu moral 
blanks but ■' "v their conversion to Cod, 
and the Spirit uf Christ thnt wns 
so largely developed in tlieni, I may 
well, therefore, urge upon you young 
men and women, with nil earnestness, 
the necessity of. conversion if you wish 
to make life n success for both worlds. 
Catherine Booth, in the days of her 
youth, sought it, obtained it, and re- 
joiced in its possession, and went for- 
wnrd in her life-long mission of useful- 
ness to suffering humanity. It was the 
one great crisis in her life, standing old 
very distinctly, and looming up 
with u halo of glory, and shiniug forth 
with a brightness that surpassed every 
other crisis in her life. It was nn event 
in her life grenter. and brighter, and 
grander than anything that preceded or 
followed it. It wns an event not less 
than thnt which lifted her to the thrum; 
of henven, and thnt crowned her with 
life immortal, because it made her an 
heir to it. I may well, therefore, urge 
upon all yon young people the nbsolulo 
ucecHsily of immedintc conversion. Seek 
it in penitence nud prayer ami fuilh ii. 
Christ. Seek it with tears and earnest- 
ness uf soul until you obtain it, and, 
rejoice in its possession, and it shall he 
to you the one gi'ent event of your life 
thnt shnll surpass uuy other change to 
he experienced this side the gutes o.' 
heaven. Conversion is that point in n 
young woman's life when she begins to 
rise towards the zenith of her being, 
aud by God's blessing will continue to 
rise nnd nsecud higher nnd higher unti 
she is changed from glory unto glory, 
nnd is crowned with life eternal. Thus 
the conversion of Catherine Mum ford, 
which wns the maiden numo of Mrs. 
Booth, was the first upward step in her 
ascent to the throne eternal, and resulted 
in her coronation ; and so will your con 
version he succeeded by your coronation 
by you .being true to yourselves, the 
Bible,, and God. First, the new birth 
nud the battle of life, nnd then a liltle 
way on couicb the victory, the triumph, 
the sceptre, the palm, the crown, the 
throne, the mansion, the kingdom, the 
rich inheritance, the far more exceeding 
and otcrnnl weight of glory, nnd what 
more I cannot lell, lor eye hath not seen 
nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the henrt of mat:, the things which 
He hath prcpnred for them that luve 
111m, We only know hi port and see 
through a glass darkly. I am sure thnt 
you will not think this lecture too bit 
inonic If I ask, are you converted, horn 
again, adopted Inlo the family of God. 
sealed with the Holy Spirit of promise, 
tt child of God, nnd nu heir of heaven '; 
i iiuuu yon can answer these vitnl 
questions in tlie uulrmatlvc. Mrs. Booth 
knew what cxperlmcutnl religion meant, 
and what conversion wns, what holiness 
of heart implied, what a li.'e of toil in 
the service of Christ involved, and now, 
thrice hnppy soul, she knows whnt hea- 
ven is, nnd how blesHod it is to be with 
God for ever. 



V.— THE FIFTH LESSO.V that wo 
leurn from the story of tlm life of this 
marvellous woman is, thnt entire siiur- 
tilicntion nnil holiness of heart hold a 
foremost pluoe in her life and ministry. 
Soon after her conversion the chief nnd 
prevailing cry of her soul was for u 
clean heart, perfect love, the destruction 
of nil a'.ii and inbred corruption, and the 
incoming anil indwelling of God tbe 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghofct. For this 
great blessing she prnyed, wrestled, 
fasted, wept, believed, and rejoiced in 
its possession. She dwelt in God and 
God in her. She lived a life or com- 
plete consecration to Christ, and but few 
men or women reached a higher state 
of perfect love thnn Catherine Booth ; 
and the members of the churches of nil 
denominations would be more perfect, 
hnppy, and useful to-day thnn they are 
if they imbibed more of the Spirit cf 
Christ and walked before God in holi- 
ness of heart nnd life ; and the ollicers 
and soldiers of the Salvation Army, and 
the members, nud teachers, nnd minist- 
ers nnd missionaries of cv,-ry creed anil 
church would augment their happiness 
and increase their usefulness thirty, 
sixty, imy, nn hundred-fold if thev would 
seek frequent baptisms of the Spirit, nnd 
everyday anointing Trom on high. Mrs. 
Booth's usefulness wns the legitimate 
outcome of purity of heart and Chrislinn 
perfection us taught bv the prophets, bv 
Christ, by the Apostles, and by Johil 
Wesley, Fletcher, Bradbnrn, Eramwcll, 
Cnrvossn. and other early Methodists. 
We do not hear now-o-days so much 
nhout holiness as we did sonic years ago. 
To a great extent the pulpit is silent, 
the plnironu is silent, the desk is silcut, 
Hie press is silent ; members, teachers, 
lenders, nnd ministers are tongnc-tied, 
dumb, nnd speechless on the vilnl ques- 
tion—holiness : and yet without it we 
cannot got to henven, for without holi- 
ness no mini shall see the Lord, and there 
must he a revival of thr doctrine of 
holiuess and of experimental religion be- 
fore the church of Christ will march 
onward with renewed strength in con- 
quering, converting, and snving the 
world for Christ. We want n tlinusnnd 
—nay. ten tlinusnnd— bands of holy men 
nnd women, whose hearts the Lord 
hntb touched, to go forth, not only to 
preach holiness, but to live it, and we 
should soon sec the blessed effects of it. 
nnd feel it, too. in our inmost son's, nmi 
should sec it in the multiplied conver- 
sions oil every hand, and then- Mould 
he much less poverty, wretchedness. 
drunkenness, immorality, and sin in 
every form, and we should hnve the days 
of henven upon earth. Ho yon nsk what 
holiness is ? It is the sinful henrl 
cleansed from the filthiness of the flesh 
nnd spirit, and filled with the Holy 
Chost. David Livingstone once asked "u 
heathen what In- understood by the 
word holiness. He answered, "When 
copious showers hnvc descended during 
tbe night nnd nil the enrth. and leaves, 
nnd enttlc nre wnshed clean, nnd the sun 
rising shows n drop or dew on every 
ltlnde of prnss. nnd the nir brenthe's 
fresh. Thnt is holiness." Ts not this a 
very good definition of holiuess ? The 
heart, the whole mnn wnshed clean. 
Holiness wns the key-note of Mrs. 
Booth's life nnd ministry. She tnugnt 
nnd enforced it as n ilibin doctrine. 
There went rortb from her no uncer- 
tain sound on this vitnl question. She" 
prenehrd it with a point and n power, 
nud n clenrness. and a force that none 
could guinsny nor resist.

Now the train pulls up, and there 
is Commissioner nellberg, looking un- 
commonly well. Vr'e are hustled into n 
enli, and along the streets helter-skelter 
we drive. 

Among the best and most furious driv- 
ers in the world ere the Parisian cabbies 
—so furious tlnit I never alight from one 
of their vehicles without thankfulness 
that I have not been smashed— and good 
whips they need be to get us through at 
all at such a pace. 

Here is my billet, and here ia my 
daughter Lucy, giving me the heartiest 
of welcomes. A little communion — not 
much, for there are the prospects of the 
campaign to talk over, some wonderful 
eon versions to describe, and the latest 
news from the distant corners of the 
enrth tn relate. A basin of soup is a 
necessity, seeing there has been nothing 
hut a sandwich and a cup of tea since 
S a.m. 

Our Parisians. 
S.30 p.m. — The soldiers' meeting i" on; 
own hall in Rue Auber, holding six bun 
dred pennlo. is crowded. The meeting: 
is very henrty, mid we nre soon singing. 
"Send the Kire 1" There wns the inevit- 
able collection, and then my address, 
which, beginning in the most friendly 
niaiincr, went on to some straight deal- 
ing about conversion, holy living, fight- 
ing for souls, and the like. The French, 
like all tbc Continentals, are excellent 
listeners. In this, I fancy, they excel 
the Britisher : anyway, I had every 
eye end ear on this occasion. We fol- 
lowed with the Mercy Seat, and a hettci 
meeting is not often my privilege to see. 
With broken hearts men and women 
came streaming out from every part of 
the bnilding. Some were soldiers want- 
ing a clean heart, but the hulk were 
seeking conversion or restoration from 
hnekslidins- 

As the night wore on, the change li- 
the spiritnnl atmosphere of the assembly 
was very noticeable.

KING PVRRHUS. 

\Vc4wiird of Oreece lay (he iiiouulimi. 
oas cmniiiy of Egypt, bordered h, tin- 
Adriatic Sen. Its inhabitants spoke n 
rough dialect of Gruck, but the royal 
families were of pure Greek descent. 
During the complications of wnrs follow- 
ing the hrenlc-up of Alexnuder's empire, 
the King of Epinis took pnrt ami v,-:i„ 
defeated, his entile family was slum 
with the exception of his two-year-old 
eon, Pyrrhus, who wns saved hy some 
faithful servniits. They lied towards 
Maeedon, which Ihey snfely reached, bin 
as Cnssnnder had been the enemy of itic 
child's father, the servimto travelled into 
Illyria. where they found King Gliiuciiis, 
The King wns first inclined to refuse 
shelter to the child, but the little fellow 
had ernwlcd up to the King and was 
pulling himself up by taking hold of the 
King's leg, looking fearlessly inlo !ii ; . 
face. This act won Glnucias' heart, 
who took the child up nnd gave him to 
the Queen to be raised with her own 
family, 

\Vhvu I'yrrlnis was twelve years old, 
Glnueins sent nn nrmy to restore him lo 
his throne, and to guard him there : lie 
was high-spirited, brave uiid gracious. 

M seventeen Pyrrhus went to Illyria 
to attend Ihe wedding of one of Glnucins' 
sous, and while lie was gone a rebellion 
broke our which resulted in making his 
cousin King. He then fought under 
Demetrius, who sent him us a hostage to 
Alexandria, where his grace nnd spirit 
made him n Kiviii favorite with King 
Ptolemy, who gave him his dnughler, 
Berenice, in marriage, nnd assisted him 
to raiwe an army lo recover his kingdom, 
which he accomplished. 

His kindness and skill soon were spoken 
of in Macciiou, which hated Demetrius 
and rose against him in revolt. He had 
to flee in disgnise to Asia, where he' 
hoped to recover some of his father's 
kingdom, but wns taken a prisoner by 
Seleucus, who treated him kindly. lie 
soon died in captivity from excess in 
eating and drinking. 

Pyrrhus added Maccdon to his realm, 
I nit was soon attacked hy Lysiinnehas. 
nnd ns the fickle Macedonians went over 
to the latter. Pyrrlms was obliged to 
retreat into Epirus. In the meantime 
Seleucus nttneked Lysimachus and killed 
him, adding both Thrace and Mncoilon 
to his possessions ; thereafter he was 
called the Conqueror. Soleucus was the 
last survivor of Alexander's gencniK 
nnd held now all (lis -empire, except 
Kgypt. ^Vhi!e in Macedonia, however. 
Seleucus was killed by n vile Egyptian 
Greek, named Ptolemy Ker»'.!!!Hs. and 
who made himself King of Mncedon. 

-\! (his time the Kells, or Gauls, l""' 
,-jiiiii- race which inhabited parts of 
I'Vauce and Iirilainl made an inroad 
from the mountains. They quickly con- 
quered Macedou nud killed Ptolcmens 
Keriiun.i*., then overrun nil Turner.

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A FRUITFUL LIFE. 



"Yc have not ehosen Mo, but I hnve 
chosen you, and ordained you, that ye 
should go forth and bring forth fr,uit, 
uud thiit your fruit shall remain." (John 
ST. 10.) 

If you possess the life of the Spirit 
you will be a fruitful Cbriutian. A 
fruitful lift menns two things : Soul- 
winniug nnd loving. 

What Is soul-winning ? There are 
different kinds of soul-wiuning. On0 ls 
used in the conversion of souls. Another 
is helping Hick ones, with the comforting 
worda of Christ ; cheering up discourag- 
ed ones, bringing buck backsliders, giv- 
ing checrfnl words to those who an 
down-enst, explaining the love of God to 
those who have unrah thoughts about 
Him, and in this way winning souls to 
God. This is all called soul-wmiting. 
The former is soul-winning in one di- 
rection, the hitter in another. Some 
people are under the impression that 
those who win souls for Christ— that la, 
who bring unconverted souls to Christ- 
are soul winners. Certainly not. As 
loug as you win souls to Christ, whether 
in one way or another, it is soul-winning. 

I have heard umuy Cbriniinui. oiy 
that they have never been used by God 
in the conversion of souls, since they 
hegan to serve God. They make this 
mistake, because they do not know ex- 
actly what soul-winning is. 

Friends, have you been wiuuiug any 
souls for Christ since you have been con- 
verted ? Have yon cheered any down- 
east ones J Were you the means of 
bringing any backslider to the feet of 
Christ ? Have you encouraged any sick 
ones in the hospital— any one who had 
lost hope 1 Have you ever helped any 
one by giving them a word of cheer ::t 
the right time ? Have you never encour 
aged any one by your tcik, look, smile, 
prayer ? That is soul-winning. 

Another kind of fruitful life is to let 
yonr light shine out for Christ in your 
daily life. This is culled love. 

There nre three kinds of love : 

1. Hnmnn love. 

2. God's love. 

3. Christ's love. 

1. Human love means that you love 
those who love you. 

"For if ye love them which love you, 
what reward have ye ? Do not even the 
publicans the same ?" (Matt. v. 40.) 

It they invite you, you invite them. It 
they do not love you, yon do not love 
them. That is human love. If you 
have this love it is not the outcome of 
the abundant life. This is only ,i natural 
love, common to all people— even skeptics, 
ngucstics, Mahominedans, and Hindoos 
have this love; Do not boast that this 
is the fruit of the ubundnut life. 

2. God's love— Jesus Christ Himself. 
God is love, and He had lov.- in His 
heart towards the world, which He 
showed to it by giviug His only child 
Have yon received this love by faith ? 
If you have not this love, you are nyt u 
Christian. All those who believe Chrisl 
and receive Him na their personal Sav- 
iour, hnve this love. "But as many as 
received Him, to them gave He power 
to become; the sons of God." (John i. 
12.) 

3. Christ's Invo. This is ealicd Christ- 
ian love. If you possess Christ's 'love, 
you have the more abundant life, because 
this love is the outcome of the abundant 
life. Curefully see this point, leat you 
.make a mlHtake, 

This love bus three marks : 

(n) Christ's love is a eonstrnining love. 

"For the love of Christ constraiuclh 
us ; because we thus judge, that if one 
die for all, then were all dend." (II. Cor. 
v. 14.) 

What is eonstrnining love "i Coiintraiu- 
ing love is not a puinpcd-up love— not 
trying to love u perpon, hut you arc en 
nbled to do co, nnd it becomes nhtural, 
It is the outcome of the abundant life. 
When you possess this life it will not 
be difficult for you to love anybody ; 
you eauuot help but love. Your love be- 
comes natural, and you take pleasure in 
it, you enjoy it— it will never be Lard. 
That ia the love that Christ hud i that 
la the love liie Discip'es had after Pen- 
tecost. That Is what made them stand 
for the Lord and love all people, all 
sects, nil denominations, whether low or 
high, educated Or uneducated— all in one 
—Christ Jesus. 



This constraining love is Christ's love. 

If so be you have not got this, you 
try to love, hut cannot ; you try to 
spenV, but cannot speak, you find it 
hnrd, you Bay it is one of the trying 
tbiags of your life ; then you have not 
got this constraining love, nnd that 
shows you have not this abundant life. 

The nest mark iu Christ's love is : 

(b) It is a love that passeth know- 
ledge. 

"That Christ mny dwell iu your heart* 
by faith ; that yc, being rooted uud 
grounded iu love, may be able to com 
prebend with all saints what is the 
breadth, and length, and height, nud' to 
know the love of Chriat, which pusseth 
knowledge, tbnt ye might he filled with 
all die fulness of God." (Eph. iii. 17, 
18, 10.) 

What do you menn hy this love that 
"pnsseth knowledge 7" It is beyond uli 
the knowledge of all B. A'e, or M. A's 
and hcyond the knowledge of nil intellect- 
ual power. No mere bruin man enn 
understand your love, !t is not Christ' r 
love ; but when people marvel 
at your love, that is the re- 
sult of this more nhundant life. 
A natural mini cannot make yon 
out, because Christ says it "pnsseth 
kuowledgo." Have you this love '» Do 
you love all people ? Those who are 
shabby, low in station, nnd poor ? Dp 
you love them 7 And do you love youi 
cnemiea, that is, not only hearing what 
they say, hut truly love them In return '; 
If you do, that is the love that passetl' 
knowledge. 

The uoxfc mark of Christ's love is : 

(c) It is never-failing. 

"Chnrity never failcth ; but whether 
there he prophesies, they shall fail : 
whether there ho tongues, they shall 
cease ; whether there he knowledge, ii 
shall vanish away." (I. Cor. xiil. 8.) 

With this love, yon love others at all 
times. There will never be any differ- 
cuce. Yon will love a person whether 
ho Is well off. or badly off. Now-n-dttvs, 
many love otbei-s when they have plenty 
of money, when they are doing gootT 
business ; hut when they are hndly off 
they do not. know them, nor do thej- 
like to sprnk tn them. This is not 
Christ's love. Tbey recognize all well-to- 
do people, all rich people, nud educated 
people, if they were their nearest re- 
lations, but when they see any of them 
fail in their hnsinpus, or become poor, 
tbey do not recognize them. This is not 
Christ's love. A never-failing love will 
love n person all the days of his life, 
under nil circumstances, whatever be- 
fnlls him. Have you got this love ? 
Can you honestly say that you have thi- 
iicver-fniliufi love ? Do you love nil 
noor people ? Do yon love people win 
have met with adversities the same wai- 
ns you loved them before ? If not, your 
love is not Christ's love, nnd you have 
uot got this fruitful life. When you 
posseas this love, you cover over other 
people's sins in love, nnd will tnlk only 
of their good qualities if they Jinve any 
You will not carry tales and speak ahoul 
them here nnd there, hut you will co and 
speak of their faults to them straight 
to their face, nnd never hetrny their 
secrets to others. Not only thnt, you 
won't have any rear of man. Aslt God 
t'i examine yon. If you don't possess 
this love yon have not got this 'ife 
more abundant.
